We hold that a policy which has 


filled the land with idle men, which 


‘takes from labor its honest reward, 
which doubles the burden of debt, 
which, amid bountiful harvests, in a 
time of profound peace, makes neces- 
sary’ the issuing of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of interest-bear- 
ing bonds in order to meet the current 
expenses of the government, is an im- 
peachment of both the intelligence and 
integrity of those who control our gov- 
ernment. 
„We hold that a tariff for revenue 
only has failed to restore prosperity, 
so a protective tariff, as long as the 
money of the country is held, ounce for 
ounce, 100 per cent. higher than the 
money of the Orient and of Spanish 
America, is impotent to save our farm- 
ers and manufacturers against a com- 
petition which they are helpless to 
meet, and we repudiate the belief that 
protection without bimetallism can re- 
store prosperity. The situation makes 
it clear that bimetallism and protection 
must be accepted, as constituting one 
vital, indivisable principle: that not 
only the progress, but the safety of the 
industries of our country and the toil- 
ers who carry on those industries, make 
the acceptance of this principle im- 
perative — protection by a tariff to 
equalize the wages of our country and 
those paid abroad, and bimetallism to 
take from gold its present appreciation 
and to- equalize the money of this 
country and that of silver-standard na- 
tions. 
“We cordially indorse the stand taken 
in the national legislature by western 
Senators and Representatives in behalf 
of holding bimetallism and protection 
together as one. We ask our delegates 
to St. Louis to do their utmost to secure 
in the national Republican platform a 
full acknowledgment of the imperative 
need of a return to real bimetallism and 
a promise of its swift adoption without 
regard to other nations, by opening our

CLEVELAND AND A THIRD TERM. 
NEW YORK, April 7.—The World 
win print. a double-leaded editorial to- 
-sporrow, in which it wilt ask whether 
N logic of the political situation that 


Haw Jed. the Republican masses to sup- 


port „ will not compel the 
nomination of Cleveland by the Demo- 
crats. The paper says: : 

“The World does not assert that this 
is so. It raises the question. It in- 
vites the public discussion of it. So 
far as the World is concerned in this 
matter, it is entirely impartial, judicial 
and impersonal. It has no special 
partiality for Mr. Cleveland personally, 
as he will probably admit. It has noth- 
ing to take back. But the question is 
not of the past; it ig the question of 
the future. Upon the issues of the 
present and future, and not of the past, 
the World is just as free and sincere 
in suggesting that Mr. Cleveland seems 
to be the only logical candidate as it 
has been fearless and faithful in ad- 
monition and criticism wherever it 
has believed him wrong. 

“It is idle, and might prove very 
unwise, to ignore the fact that there 
is a deep-seated and widely-prevalent 
prejudice among our people against 
any third term for any President. But 
it is still a question whether any un- 
founded fear and prejudice can weigh 
at least against the force of events and 
the logic of circumstances.” 

GOOD DAY FOR REPUBLICANS.

Messrs. McLachlan, Barham 
and Bowers assert most emphatically 
that they did not in any way advocate 
any appropriation whatever for Santa 
Monica, and no One can be found who 
did. Mr. McLachlan’s policy was to 
bring on a fight in the House, and not 
in the committee, but strenuously in- 
sists that he did not falter in his alle- 
giance to San Pedro. White says the 
same. Senator Perkins openly said 
that Santa Monica would be beaten if 
favorably reported. 

No trace of a conflict ‘between. the 
harbor people can be found, but on the 
contrary an unusual and remarkable 
agreement, all being for San Pedro.

POSTAL SAVINGS BANK. 


Congressman Bowers Orates to an 
Unsympathizing Committee. 
WASHINGTON, (D. C.,) April 7.— 
Dispatch.) Representative 
was accorded a hearing today 
by the House Committee on Postoffices 
and Postroads in advocacy of his bill 
for a postal savings bank system. The 
hearing consisted chiefly of answers 
by Mr. Bowers to questions by mem- 
bers of the committee. It was evident 
from the questions that the majority of 


the committee were opposed to any 


postal savings system. Mr. Bowers 
read numerous statements showing how. 
people in all parts of the country were 
using postoffice orders, not only for 


transferring money, but as certificates 


of deposits, by making them payable 
t6 themselves. They did this, he said, 
in preference to depositing money in 
savings banks. He cited an instance 
of one man transferring 38000 and an- 
other $2500 by means of postal orders 
from the Past to California. His bill 
proposed to pay 2 per cent. interest on 
average deposits and to exchange bonds 
of the denomination of $50, bearing 2. 
per cent. for deposits at the option of 
the depositors. 
He said the public debt of the United 
States was about 81,500, 000, 000; that it 
could not be paid in the lifeti of 
any member of the committee, and that 
the government was paying from 3% 
te 6 per cent. on the debt. The postal 
vings system would furnish the treas- 
with many millions at this low rate 

to take up bonds bearing a high rate of 
interest, besides giving the common 
people a safe place to deposit their 
earnings, which they did not have any- 


where now. He said that millions would 


be deposited if no interest at all was 
paid, because the great desire was a 
safe deposit.

fact, and the story has come to Wash- 
ington, with ‘every appearance of ve- 
racity, that the American and other

-out of Armenia, only to make room for 


a church that they do not represent. 
However, this is not to be brought 
about without the most earnest resist- 
ante on the part of our government, 
and it happens that the United States 
has a much better opportunity in the 
present case to consistently make the 
issue against the expulsion of its citi- 
zens than it would in the case of other 
nations than Turkey. As a general 
principle we have conceded the right 
ot a nation to expel objectionable for- 
eigners from its territories, but it hap- 
pens that in the case of Turkey, treaty 
stipulations come to the rescue of the 
missionaries in a round-about fashion.

American interests are protected, 
LITTLE DISPOSITION TO FIGHT. 
LA LIBERTAD, (Salvador,) April 7.— 
(via Galveston, Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1896.) Since the advices of 
March 18 and March 30, sent to the 
Associated Press from Corinto, there 
have been no battles between the op- 
posing forces of President Zelaya and 
the Leonist rebels in Nicaragua. The 
respective demands of the two factions 
which led to the failure of the Salva- 
dorean peace commssion were, on 
Zelaya's part, that the rebels should 
lay down their arms and yield their 
leaders, Gen. Boca, the rebel leader, 
proposed that both agree to the nomi- 
nee of the Congress as to the deposi- 
tory of the executive power until a 
national election should be held. Both 
of those propositions were disapproved 
by the opposing party and both were 
rejected 


The operations of the war seem to 
have come practically to a standstill. 
About one thousand Honduras troops, 
under the command of the: Vice-Presi- 
dent of Honduras, C. Bonilla; occupy 
a puebla in the fertile valley of the 
El Viejo in Nicaragua, and with free 
routes homeward. They are opposed 
by an equal number of the Nica an 
rebels under Gen. Ortiz, at Chinandega. 
President Zelaya's troops, on the other 
hand, occupy Nagarote and Mateare, 
near the Western shore of Lake Mana- 
kua. They are apparently few in num- 
ber, or they would have made a demon- 
stration before this in favor of their 
Honduran allles, who entered Nica- 
ragua north of Leon, the rebel’s cap- 
ital, nearly a month ago, to codperate 
with Zelaya to take that place. 

It is reported today that Gen.

VICTIMS OF A SQUALL. 


Winsconsin University Men Upset. 


‘One of Them Killed.

The other boat, with Trainer Andrew 
O’Dea and Street, was some distance 
away when the first boat settled and 
immediately turned to the rescue. The 
waves were too high for it, also, and 
it was soon swamped. Meanwhile men 
came from shore and picked up the 
occupants of the first boat, but they 
failed to see that the second boat was 
also in trouble and the latter's oars- 
men were not rescued until later, the 


surviving occupants having been in 


the icy water fifteen minutes, and 
those of the second boat thicty minutes. 
Day had records which numbered him 
among the best athletes in America. 
He was considered one of the best 
men on the crew. Street and McCon- 
ville are also good oarsmen, but they 
probably will not be able to row again 
this year, both being in a precarious 
condition on account of their terrible 
suffering in the cold water. It is now 
thought the crew cannot be kept to- 
gether, and the race with the Yale 
freshman crew, which was to have 
come off May 18, will probably be in- 
definitely postponed.

in St. Landry parish today, in which

REPUBLICANS AND A. r. A. s. 


They Carry a Hot Election at Kan- 
sas City, Mo. 


| (BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


KANSAS: CITY, April 7.—After a 
campaign filled with unusual strife and 
in which parties were split from center 
to circumference, the city election to- 
day passed off as peaceably as a May 
party. The poles were open from 6 
until 5 o’clock, and the largest: vote for 
years was polled. But one man was 


for illegal voting. 


P. A. and  anti-A.P.A. was the 
principal issue, with a side issue of re- 
form government. The novelty was 
presented of a Republican ex-Mayor, 
Henry C. Kumpf, a prominent banker, 
running for that office on an independ- 
ent ticket. With him on the ticket were 
politicians from both old parties. On 
the Republican ticket Jdmes M. Jones 
led a strong fight for the A.P.A.s as 
the regular Republican nominee. Jones 
is a Police Judge and a young lawyer 
very pronouncedly in favor of the A.P. 
A. principles. The remainder of his 
ticket was mongrel, as was that of his 
leading opponent, John S. Crosby, who 
headed the People’s ticket, which cut 
but little figure. 

In the campaign the Kumpf managers 
have charged the present Republican 
administration with leaving a deficit in 
the city treasury of almost $200,000, and 
in addition to a desire to best the A. P. 
A.s many from different parties veted 
the Kumpf ticket in their fight for re- 
form government. On the other hand, 
many Democrats left their own ticket, 
claiming it was under the rule of 
„gang' politicians; and voted with the 
Republicans. Another interesting item 
was the refusal of two or three A. P. A. 
lodges to support their organization’s 
nominee because of their being previ- 
ously suspended from the order. 

The election was for Mayor, City 
‘Treasurer, Auditor, Police Judge, At- 
torney, president of the upper house, 
four members of the upper and ten of 
the lower house, and one member of the 
School Board. 

The returns are coming in very slowly, 
but at midnight it is conceded that the 
Republican A. P. A. ticket has been 
elected. Returns have been received 
from fifty-two out of eighty-three pre- 
cincts, and these give Jones, the Be- 
publican and A.P.A. candidate, a plu- 
rality of 808. Jones is now running 
ahead of his ticket, and it is estimated 
that the complete returns will. show 
the election of the entire Republican 
ticket by about 1000 plurality.

| SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


METEOROLOGY AS A FACTOR IN 
NAVAL WARFARE, 


An Odorless Refrigerator—The Uses 
of the Sand Blast — Fattening 
Oysters—An Inexpensive Cold- 
storage House, etc. 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Naval ex- 
perts have of late shown a marked dis- 
position to regard meteorology as a fac- 
tor of no little importance in the naval 
warfare of the future. Lieut. Campbell 
Hepworth, in a lecture on this subject, 
stated as his opinion that, given two 
opposing fleets of equal strength, effi- 
ciency and experience, the victory in a 
#eries of engagements would remain to 
the fleet in the direction of whose move- 
ments meteorology had given the 
greatest aid. By meteorology he meant 


the science which treated not only of 


the atmosphere and its phenomena, but 
also of the waters under it, as mainly 
owing their movements to its control. 
In other words, in the naval wars of the 
future the successful operator would 
possess, among his many qualifications, 
a deeper knowledge than now generally 
obtained of the direction and velocity 
of ocean streams, the height, direction 
and value of ocean tides; of the changes 
in the direction of the wind and its 
complicated resultant effects upon the 
weather, the currents and the tides in 
wind systems, which varied in their pe- 
cullarities or form and rate of transla- 
tion, according to the characteristics of 
of those areas in which they originated 
and across which they traveled; of the 
various types of weather in various sea- 
sons, the conditions by which they were 
influenced, their salient features, and 
the signs which marked the advent of a 
change, together with the nature of the 
change to be expected. And this not 
only in the offing and along the shores 
of his native land, but in the great 
trade routes, and along the coast lines 
of many near and distant countries. 
On any shores where, in consequence of 
tempestuous weather, the operations of 
the invader might be liable to postpone- 
ment or interruption, premonition of the 
weather by a reliable forecast would 
prove of incalculable value to the com- 
mander of an expedition entrusted with 
the landing of forces; for, to appear on 
the scene when circumstances would 
not admit of operations being com- 
menced would be to invite failure, and 
rob the incursion of such benefit as 
might be derived from surprise. Lieut. 
Hepworth gave from his own career a 
striking instance of the value of 
weather knowledge. Two gunboats, 
sister ships, were steaming between 
Montevideo and the Straits of Magel- 
lan, and when between 400 and 500 miles 
distant from Cape Virgins, they be- 
came separated. It was night time, a 
northerly gale was blowing, the weather 
was thick, and the mercury was falling 
fast. One of these vessels, in anticipa- 
tion of a shift of wind to the southwest- 
ward and a harder blow, was kept con- 
siderably to the westward of her course 
until the wind shifted—which occurred 
within twenty-four hours—in order to 
obtain shelter of the land, when the 
wind should have changed to the south- 
westward. This vessel arrived at 
| Sandy Point, in the Straits of Magellan, 
eighteen hours before her sister vessel, 
which, having been kept as long as pos- 
sible on a straight course for Cape Vir- 
gins, experienced a terrible sea soon 
after the wind shifted. These vessels 
were the Mexican ats Democrita 
and Mexican, whic “were being taken 
out to Acapulco by the officer who made 
the timely change of course in his ship. 
AN ODORLESS REFRIGERATOR. 

The domestic refrigerator is looked 
upon by many housekeepers as u 
necessary evil. While almost indis- 
pensable in the heat of summer, for the 
preservation of the house provisions, 
it is but too, often a magazine of stale 
odors which create an unpleasant — 
pression of unwholesomeness. The 
son of this is that the manufactu rs 
of refrigerators have hitherto ignored 
the fact that those useful provision 
cupboards, like houses, are not whole- 
some without a proper system of ven- 
tilation. A new odorless refrigerator 
is. constructed on absolutely scientific 
principles. The ice is placed in the up- 
per chamber, the cold air from which 
passes down cold-air flues into the 
provision chamber near the bottom. 
In this way the warm air and odors 
are lifted and forced up to the roof 
of the provision chamber, whence they 
pass through two pipes—one on each 
side—to an opening in the lid, and 
thence to an air-chamber between the 
outside and inside cases of the lid, 
to the open air. By this construction 
all collision of cold and warm air-cur 
rents is avoided. The roof of the pro- 
vision-chamber is airtight, so that in 
opening the chamber no warm air can 
come in contact. with the ice in the 
icechamber, such warm air as is ad. 
mitted escaping through the warm-air 
pipes and outlet. The ice-chamber has 
a solid floor of lumber, covered on top 
with galvanized steel and lined on 
the under side with zinc, so that in 
case the ice is carelessly dropped into 
the chamber, it cannot break through 
into the provision-chamber below. The 
ice stands on white ash racks and not 
directly on the floor of the chamber. 
By the use of this refrigerator, not only 
‘is a great saving in the consumption 
of ice secured, but it is claimed that 
onions, bananas, and all kinds of vege 
tables, fruit, fish, meats, or anything 
specially odorous, together with milk 
and butter, the latter in open vessels, 
can be left together without contami. 
nation, and that the refrigerator needs 
no washing out nor airing. 

THE USES OF THE SAND BLAST. 

It is not generally known what a 
great variety of purposes the sand 
blast serves in various industries. „In 


the treatment of metal castings and 


forgings it is used for the removal of 
the hard scale which is so destructive 
to cutting tools.. It is also resorted to 
for the removal of the scale from sheet 
iron and steel prior to enameling, gal- 
vanizing, nickeling, tinning, etc.; the 
cleaning of tubes and brazed joints, 
largely used in bicycle work; sharpen- 
ing the teeth of files; for granulating 
or frosting electroplate, gilding metal, 
‘gold and silversmith’s work and jew- 
elry; the reduction to clean metal sur- 
faces of larger works, ranging from 
steel forgings of safes to armor plates; 
for incised carvings and descriptions in 
intaglio or relief on stone, slate, gran- 
ite; for cleaning off grime from stone or 
brick buildings, and, by way of entire 
contrast, for the most delicate drawings 
for lithography. Among other purposes 
it is employed for removing fur and 
deposits in tubes of tanks; for cleaning 
off accumplations ef paint and dirt 
within jron ships; for roughening the 
surfaces of metal rollers; for decorating 
coat and other buttons; for granulating 
glass to give it a key for ornamental 
painting by hand; for piercing the aper- 
tures in glass ventilators; for marking 
cakes of glue and cement; for marking 
pottery, and in the manufacture of or- 
namental tiles; for smooth-facing 
- bricks to receive white glass or enamel; 
for refacing grindstones, emery, and 
corundum wheels; for granulating cel- 
luloid films for photography; for bring- 
ing out the grain in relief on wood, and 
for the preparation of blocks for print- 
ing. The sand blast has innumerable 
other uses, but one in particular is 
just beginning to attract attention. It 
is the preparation of metal work of all 
kinds for painting.. It gives an admir- 
able protection against corrosion, and 
is of infinite service in protecting iron 
work against the weather. To secure 
a lasting paint there must be close 
contact between the metallic surface 
and the oll of the paint. If this is not 


secured an

FATTENING OYSTERS. 

The oystermen on the Eastern Vir- 
ginia shore are trying’ a new method of 
fattening oysters. The plan hitherto 

adopted was to transfer the oyster 
from the bays along the Atlantic Coast 
to the estuaries of the rivers, to feed on 
8 brought down by the cur- 
ren 
under a cloud for a while. Sir William 
Broadbent, and other shining medi 
lights insisted that it had a knack 
picking out the seeds of typhoid fever 
from the diet of sewage drainings, on 
which it was often fattened, and that 
quite a large proportion of typhoid 
cases had been traced back to the eat- 
ing of oysters. Had the oyster not 
been such a favorite in popular estima- 
tion, its consumption might have been 
seriously interfered with by such an 
untoward charge, but public confidence 
has in a great measure been restored 
by the attention and greater care now 
given to the selection of the feeding 
ground. In the low marshy ground 
that fringes one of the bays on the Vir- 
ginia coast, a number of parallel en- 
nals are being made, into which the sea 
water will be admitted by sluice gates. 
In these canals the oysters will 
grown, much as water ‘cresses are 


grown around London. Here the oys- - 


ters will find their natural food, which 
consists of diatoms and other minute 
algae, which are reproduced in prodigi- 


Jus quantities when salt water is mixed 


with a small percentage of fresh water. 
This experiment has, yes far, worked 
well, and the oyste transplanted from 
the bays have thriven. When, however, 
the plan is in full operation, this trans- 
plantation will not be necessary, as the 
canals open on to the breeding grounds, 
and during the early summer when the 

Spawn is given off, it will float into 
the canals, and the Oyster beds will be 
Planted naturally. Besides securing 
freedom from sewage contamination, 
this method excludes the enemies of the 
oyster, and greatly increase the ease of 


harvesting,

A NEW MOULDING SAND FOR 
CASTINGS. 


A new mouding sand for the produc- 
tion of thick castings, free from blow- 
holes, has been introduced in Ger- 
many. It is first burnt 
finely ground, and afterward mixed 
with salammoniac dissolved in water. 
It is claimed that when in casting, the 
metal comes in contact with this sand. 
a layer of steam and hydrochlorate of 
ammcnia is formed, which prevents the 
metal from run through the sand, 
and thus insures the production of a 
clean casting. 

A PHANTOM GUN-CLOUD , MA- 
CHINE. 

A curious addition to the resources 
of the warfare of the future has been 
brought out by a German manufacturer, 
in the shape of an apparatus in- 
tended to imitate for the purposes of 
artillery maneuvers, the cloud pro- 
duced by firing a field gun charged with 
smokeless powder. The apparatus, 
which weighs sixteen pounds, consists 
of a kind of air-pump, worked some- 
what after the manner of a lawn- 


sprinkler, which emits a cloud of dust : 


resembling closely the cloud caused by 
a gun in action.

PROHIBITION AT RIVERSIDE. 


‘On Monday next an election for city 
trustees will be held at Riverside. The 
fight hinges chiefly on the question of 
whether the present system of prohi- 
bition shall be maintained or whether 
high license shall be introduced. The 
Enterprise of that city has been mak- 
ing a strong: fight for the introduction 
of ‘high license, while the Pregs has 
been advocating a continuance of the 
present system of prohibition. The 
Enterprise claims that prohibition as 
it is practiced in Riverside does not 
prohibit. In a recent editorial on the 
subject the Enterprise says: 

“If any great principle were here at 
stake—if it were a question of stand- 
ing.up for the right as against the 
wrong—the Enterprise would be the 
last to urge its readérs to oppose any 
movement from merely mercenary 
motives. We might even, perhaps, be 
induced to grant that prohibition 
would be a good thing, if it did abso- 
lutely prohibit the sale and consump- 
tion of alcohol in its various forms, but 
that this is absoultely not the case 
every school-boy in Riverside knows. 
There has been more indiscriminate 
drinking, there been more drunk- 
enness, there have been more tough 
„joints“ conducted in Riverside since 
we have had nominal prohibition, than 
there was before. Ask any fair-minded 
citizen who goes around with his eyes 
open whether this is true or not. Such 
‘beingtthe case, it does, indeed, seem to 
us the height of folly for ‘Riverside 
to sacrifice its commercial prosperity 
on the altar of an impracticable and 
demoralizing theory.” 

It is undoubtedly a fact, which is 
apparent to any fair-minded person who 
has given the subject dny investigation,

Certain members of the 
House Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors gave as an excuse for cutting off 
the appropriation for San Pedro the al- 
leged “fight” between that port and 
Santa Monica. The plea is specious and 
misleading. ere is no “fight” over 
the harbor question, save the dissen- 
sions precipitated in the committee by 
certian. members thereof, for reasons 
best known to themselves and Hunt- 
ington. The California delegation in 
Congress is a unit for San Pedro, and 
the people of this section are prac- 
tically so. Only Huntington and his 
hirelings are in the “fight” on behalf 
fonica. Those members of 
the ¢ommittee who stood out for Santa 
Monica merely showed by their action 
whose collar they are wearing.

ESSEQUIBO GOLD. 


The Venesuela Dispute from a New 
Point of view. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS 

GEORGETOWN, (British Guiana,) 
March 13.—If. the 
Guiana boundary dispute is decided in 
favor of Venezuela, ninety-nine out of 
every one hundred Englishmen in this 
country will lose money by it, and the 
same may be said of nearly every 
American living in the colony except 
the United tates Consul, British 
Guiana is divided into three counties, 
Demerara,. Berbice and Essequlbo 
Practically all the goldfields are in the 
Essequibo country and nearly all of the 
territory which comprises that country 
is under dispute. . 

While the rest of the world is look- 
ing upon the question as practically set- 
tied, so far as it is concerned as to the 
possibility. of war, the point of the view 
here is entirely different. Gold there is 
here, and to what extent may be judged 
from the registrations for the last three 
days, and every bit of it was taken out 
by placer mining. The day before yes- 
terday 673 ounces, yesterday 308 ounces 
and today 1000 ounces were taken out. 
Owing to the volcanic nature of the 
country and the difficulty experienced 
in getting to the flelds, long canoe trips 
being necessary, up to the present time 
mining has been very crude. 

As to the British claim that there are 
52,000 British subjects in the Essequibo 
country, exclusive of government offi- 
cials, it is very misleading. If a line 
should be drawn due south from the 
Morocco River tt would be found the 
actual settlers between that and the 
Schomberg line would not number 1500, 
while in the northwest district, that on 
the coast directly south of the Orinoco 
River, where the best quartz is sup- 
posed to exist, there are not more than 
2000 actual settlers. 


Queer Fancies of Public Men. *

AUDITOR BICKNELL MANDAMUSED. 


Peculiar Situation Concerning the 
Pomona School Bonds. 


Judge McKinley yesterday signed an 
order issuing a writ of mandate to the 
County Auditor that he might be au- 
thorized to issue a warrant upon the 
county treasury for the payment of the 
$2800 interest upon the Pomona city 
school bonds. The new law, passed in 
1893, has created a peculiar difficulty. 
in the payment of the interest upon 
these bonds. They were issued under 
the old dispensation, when the taxes 
were paid into the city treasury of 
Pomona, and paid out to the bond- 
holders without any fuss. The new 
law directs the Board of Supervisors 
to levy the tax, which must be paid 
into the:county treasury. This was 
done, and the officials and bondholders 
found themselves in the pleasing pre- 
dicament of having the coupons drawn 
upon the city treasury of Pomona, with 
no money there to meet the demand 
for payment, and all the money boxed 
up in the county treasury at Los An- 
geles, with no authority provided by 
which it ecbuld be taken out. 

‘ Goodwin, City Treasurer of 
Pomona, solved the difficulty by bring- 
ing a friendly. suit for a writ of man- 
date against Auditor Bicknell, who will 
issue the required warrant upon the 
Treasurer the moment he receives ju- 
dicial authority for doing so.

SUIT FOR LIBEL. 


The Rev. Mr. Johnson Wants Dam- 
ages from Fresno Papers. 


About two weeks ago much indigna- 
tion was aroused at Fresno by a state- 
ment made from the pulpit by the Rev. 
I. T. Johnson, reflecting upon the virtue 
of the girls of that city. The newspa- 
pers voiced the sentiments of the public 
in denouncing such sensational meth- 
ods of attracting notice, and citizens 
appointed a committee at an indigna- 
tion meeting to wait upon the reverend 
gentleman and demand from him a 
retraction; also to request him to leave 
the city as speedily as possible. 

Johnson is a regularly ordained min- 
ister of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and has been engaged in evan- 
gelical work for more than ten years 
last past. He had been holding serv- 
ices at Fresno, having previously la- 
bored in Pasadena and other places in 
California. Realizing the folly of his 
statement, on account of which com- 
plaint was made, he disciaimed all per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts in the 
matter and took refuge in the plea 
that he had been told that such was 
the case. He retracted the objection- 
able statement, however, and, on the 
earnest solicitation of the pastor of the 
church, consented to leave town. From 
a safe distance word came that he 
would ‘seek satisfaction for the insult 
which he conceived had been offered to 
him and that he contemplated suing 
the proprietors of the Fresno newspa- 
pers and others for damages, by rea- 
son of the injury done to his reputa- 
tion by forcing him to leave the ‘city. 
The sequel of the controversy, it seems, 
is to be worked out in Los Angeles. 

Yesterday two complaints were filed 
in the United States Circuit Court, one 
against the Fresno Republican Publish- 
ing Company, and the other against A. 
B. Butler and Hugh Hume, proprietors 
and publishers of the Daily Evening 
Expositor, also of Fresno. The plain- 
| tiff, being a citizen of Massachusetts, 


was not forced to seek relief in the 


State courts. 

In the complaint involving the Re- 
publican, it is alleged that defendants 
published on March 26, falsely and ma- 
liciously, the following false and de- 
famatory words concerning the plaintiff: 

% Phe church is not a theater, yet if 
theatrical behavior is agreeable to those 
who attend, that is th affair. But 
when a minister in the pulpit, on au- 
thority so obscure ‘that it has no name, 
boldly attacks the virtue of the daugh- 
ters of Fresno’s homes, and seeks to 
destroy by slander all that is held sa- 
cred by parents, brothers, and sisters, 
it is time for the press to let its voice 
be heard,” meaning, thereby, as the 
complaint imsists, “and it was so un- 
derstood to mean by the readers of said 
paper, that this plaintiff had attacked 
the virtue of the daughters of Fresno’s 
homes, and that this plaintiff had 
sought to destroy by slander all that is 
held to be sacred by the parents, 
brothers and sisters of said daughters,” 
all of which is alleged to be malicious, 
false and defamatory. 

As a second cause of action, the fol- 
lowing paragraph, published in the Re- 
publican on March 27, is quoted: 

„Evangelist F. T. Johnson’s charge 
agalsst the purity of Fresno's girls had 
the effect of ridding the city of his 
presence within a little more than 
twelve hours after the Republican laid 
the matter before the public. He is 
gone, and the manner of his going and 
the events which led up to his rather 
ceremonius departure, will, no doubt,

CHINESE PRISONERS, 


They Wanted a Key Fitted to a Gov- 
enrment Malil-bag Lock. 


Two Chinamen are under arrest for 
having in their possession a lock such 
as is used to fasten United States 
mail sacks. The information upon 
which the arrests were made came 
from’ a locksmith, who reported last 
Saturday to United States Marshal 
Covarrubias that a, Chinaman named 
Ah Louie had brought the lock to him 
to have a key fitted.

In the course of 
transmission sacks of mail are-often 
thrown out on railway platforms and 
time enough allowed before their re- 
moval to facilitate such practices. The 
defense will probably be that Ng Gin 
found the lock and gave it to Ah Louie, 
who was having a key fitted merely 
that he might use it, not knowing that 
it was like those used on mail bags.

» Seventy delegates to the county con- 
vention of the W.C.T.U. workers as- 
sembled at the Baptist Church this 
morning. The platform was appropri- 
ately decorated; the plush curtains 
forming the background bearing the 
letters W. C. T. U.“ in Banksia roses. 
A graceful drapery of peppers and 
roses extended across the curtain pole 
and the railing of the choir was banked. 
with callas. 


The meeting was opened by Mrs. J. 
E. Terpenning, corresponding secretary 
of the organization in this county. After 
the devotional exercises, Mrs. Bisbee of 
Los Angeles reported that the delega- 
tion from that city was delayed on ac- 
count of the failure of the electric 
power, but she said she thanked God 
that the union did not depend wholly. on 
electric power, but on the divine er. 

Music was rendered, and the interim 
profitably Spent until the arrival of the 
Los Angeles delegation, which came 
about an hour late. Then the meeting 
was formally opened by the county 
president, Mrs. Emma Cash, and after 
the delegates were seated by delega- 
tions the minutes were read and the 
order of business taken up. The morn- 
ing was devoted entirely to the hearing 
of reports: Miss S. Keese, the 
county treasurer, reported that the W. 
C. T. U. of Los Angeles county has a 
membership of 722% She announced 
that $700 was collected during the year 
for the purpose of carrying on the tem- 
perance work. Monrovia ‘and Duarte 
had done especially well by the cause, 
$5 being raised for each member belong- 
ing to the union of those towns. 

The Auditing Committee reported 
upon expenditures, and commended the 
work of the treasurer. Then Mrs. J. E. 
Terpenning, the corresponding sere. 
tary, made her report. It embraced 
all of the unions in the county, and its 
general tenor was hopeful, as in every 
department indications of growth were 
seen. 


On account of the delay in assemb-

After the noon in- 
termission the session was opened by 
devotion, and “Mrs. Hester Griffith, 
president of the local union, made an 
address of welcome.

The Contract for Sewer Construction 
Declared Forfeited. 

SANTA MONICA, April 7.—(Regular 
Correspondence.) Unless the Board of 
Trustees: should reconsider its action 
taken nday evening, new proceed- 
ings will have to be taken for building 
a sewer. At that meeting a telegram 
from John Burr as Sheriff stated that 
he as assignee of the property of Frank 
Moir, an insolvent debtor, claimed the 
$1000 check which had been deposited 
by Moir with his sewer bid as a guar- 
antee that if his bid be accepted he 
would enter into a contract for the 
work. John T. Jones, Esq., of Los 


Angeles was present and said he repre-. 


sented a man who was the assignee 
of the contract for the sewer. Mr. 
Jones said his client was ready to 
begin work at once if satisfactory and 
definite arrangements could be made 
for the right-of-way across the proper- 
ties of certain individuals. The plan 
as prepared for the sewer were genera 
in character, and did not show the ex- 
act locations of the rights-of-way 
across those properties.

LIQUOR MEN TAKING COUNSEL ON 
THE SPECIAL TAX. 


An Important Water Case Affecting 
the Cuyama Valley—The General 
Business Outlook for the Coming 


‘Season—Oil Shipments by Water 
Way. 


VENTURA, April 7.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Judge Williams, sitting in 
the Superior Court, has been engaged 
since Thursday, April 2, in the trial 
of-a water case, which involves the 
ownership of the waters of Cuyama 
Creek. W. M. Beekman, the plaintiff, 
sets forth in his complaint that the 
defendant, W. A. Dom, has diverted 
water from the Cuyama Creek to the 
material and permanent injury of his 
(Beekman’s) farm or ranch. The creek 
is a small tributary to the Santa Ma- 
ria, and though insignificant in size, is 
valuable for irrigation purposes. Each 
of the contestants produced a cloud of 
witnesses to prove his case, and in- 
tense interest in the outcome has been 
evinced throughout the Cuyama dis- 
trict. In a majority of cases the wit- 
nesses come from a distance of forty 
to fifty miles overland, presenting the 
appearance, as they came into town, of 
a band of irregular soldiery. Today the 
taking of evidence in chief was sus- 
pended and a recess taken to allow 
time for the return of M. E. Isham, who 
will be examined in rebuttal on his 
return from Nevada, to which State he 
was called during the progress of the 
trial. The plaintiff predicates his case on 
the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the case of McGuire vs. Brown, which, 
it is claimed, settles the point in dis- 

LIQUOR LICENSE MUDDLE. 

The liquor dealérs are clashing with 
the city government; the majority of 
the dealers refuse to pay the half- 
yearly license tax of $300, in advance. 
There are twelve saloons in this city 
which, under the tax imposed, have 
been called upon to pay $3600 in ad- 
vance, from April 1 to October 1. Up 
to 3 o’clock but three of the liquor mer- 
chants had pungled up, and as the pay- 
ment is past due seven days, threats 
of arrest have been made. Sunday last 
J. J. Boyce of Santa Barbara was called 
on by the leading dealers for advice. 
Just what encouragement he gave them 
is unknown, except to those on the in- 
side. Local counsel was retained today 
and the matter now rests on his action. 
It is understood that the California 
Protective Association does not favor 
a fight on the question. The chances 
at this writing favor a general surren- 
der, as the three dealers who have paid 
up represent the heaviest interests and 
the smaller dealers will, it is thought, 
fall in line. Should they fail to do so 
the City Trustees will be in a dilemma 
of no ordinary proportions, as the with- 
drawal of $3600 from the city cash box 
must be provided for, but how no man 
knoweth. 


OIL SHIPMENTS. 

The oil steamer Loomis docked at 3 
o’clock today and will clear some time 
prior to midnight with 6600 barrels oil 
consigned to Rodeo. This will make 
13,000 barrels shipped North this month, 
It is expected that during April 35,000 
barrels will be taken out of storage at 
this point. Development on an ex- 
tended scale is promised after July 1, 
to meet the demand which is growing 
and which will be very materially in- 
creased when the refinery plant now 
under way is completed. 

The refinery company is making 
rapid progress in the line of prepara- 
tory work for the new refinery, the 
machinery for which is contracted 
in the East. The old Beardsley stills 
are in place and the brick and masonry 
work very nearly completed. Word 
from the East indicates that ship- 
ments of machinery will begin to ar- 
rive here between May 15 and June 1. 
when the active work will begin.
